or advice has resulted in an out- 
break of stomach sickness among 
the Eskimo, which has resulted in 
some deaths. 

“Usually the natives spend the 
months of January and February 
hunting caribou, getting a supply 
of meat for food, both for them- 
selves and for their dogs, but this 
winter there are no caribou to 
hunt. The wolves have driven them 
south, out of the Barren Lands, 
back to the treeline,” said Captain 
Pasley. 


“And because the natives have 
No proper food for themselyes or 
their dogs this winter they are 
unable to run traplines. A man 
can’t run a trapline or a dog 
team on an empty stomich. In 
times of famine in the northland 
the Eskimo mnst make use of 
all his energy in search of food.” 

Situated more than 200 miles 
north of the rim of the Arctic 
Circle and 1.430 miles north of Ed- 
monton for three months of every 
year Cambridge Bay never sees the 
sun, and during this long. winter 
night the temperature drops to 
about 60 below zero and hovers 
around that merk for weeks at a 
time, occasionally warming up to 
40 below.

ARE WE DOING OUR BIT? 

In 1933 Canada was granted by the United 
Kingdom a quota of 280,000,000 pounds of bacon 
per annum, but for the last 12 months barely 70 
per cent of this quota was filled—and for seve 
eral years less than half had been aveilable 
for export. Canadian packers have been anxious 
to take full advantage of this preferred outlet 
but complain bitterly of their inability to secure 
hogs of the proper type and finish to complete 
the full quota. 

The main requirements of the British market 
for food products are standard quality and 
guaranteed continuity of supply. These are 
fundamental conditions which have to be com- 
plied with. It is to be noted, too, that if Cana- 
dian exporters had filled the bacon quota last 
year they would have taken in another $14,000,- 
000 worth of business, making $46,000,000 ine 
stead of $32,000,000, 

We know, of course, that in the good wheat 
years of 1925-6-7-8 the butter and bacon mar- 
ket in the United Kingdom, then furnishing good 
business for Canada, was allowed to drop to a 
level which enabled Denmark to return and re- 
capture lost business. That country could al- 
ways be depended upon to deliver the goods in 
quality and quantity desired.—Victoria Times, 


INDUSTRY OF DIAMONDS 

The state of the diamond industry would be 
of small concern to most of us if talking about 
diamonds that cannot be touched were not @ 
secret delight to be compared to listening to 
naughty gossip. Something in diamonds is as 
delectable to the woman in gingham as it is to the 
woman on whose head rests a tiara. That love 
for the diamond, whether it be a rock on the 
engagement finger or 30-carats in a choker, can 
be as much in keeping with haste to get the 
washing done so that supper may be got on time, 
as it radiates glamor from the fair dame sweep- 
ing into the company of the rich. A taste for 
potatoes never killed a liking for diamonds, And, 
in a vicarious mood, though not exactly with 
indifference, the state of the diamond industry 
concerns even those of us who could have a glass 
stopper pawned off on us for a diamond of the 
first water, 

Glamor vanishes though in the fact that 70 
per cent of the world’s diamond output is not 
worn by radiant womanhood or g0es into crowns 
and jewels, but is used up in the machine shops 
of the industry. As to the fabled gems of vast 
value, there are not more than ten diamonds 
weighing 100 carats, and there are fewer than 
400 diamonds in human possession weighing 
more than 30 carats. 

The state of the diamond industry today, 
then, dullg the romantic impression that dia- 
monds have to be bought to be worn to keep the 
industry lustrous and profitable. The lustre of 
the trade shines brightly because of the expand- 
ing demand for diamonds in every mechanical 
trade requiring tools with points as hard as only 


the diamond can give to the drill.—Winnipeg 
Free Press, 


THE PURPOSE 

Two things are remarkable in the hearings 
of the Rowell Commission so far. One is a 
general public interest in them, which far exe 
ceeds anything that was officially expected, The 
other is that the suggestions and representations 
to the commissioners which have been most rele 
evant to the proper purposes of the enquiry have 
come from unofficial persons and organizations. 

It is possible that there is something im- 
mensely hopeful, towards the unification and 
the better self-government of Canada, in these 
circumstences. Jt may mean—and it would be 
better for the nation if we were all wishful 
thinkers in this sense—that the people of Canada 
are far more ready than the politicians for a 
better system of government in Canada. 

It may mean that Canada is far more a 
united people in mind and heart than out- 
ward presentment of our political system makes 
us appear to be. 

If we ask what is the purpose, the proper 
purpose of this enquiry, there can be only one 
Satisfactory reply. The purpose is an explora- 
tion of ways and means towards a better syetem 
of self-government than we possess. Canada is 
not properly a self-governing nation now. The 
experiment of Confederation has not worked 
satisfactorily. 

The Dominion is not a sovereign nation built 
upon the fealty of the provinces. The Dominion 
and the provinces are carrying-on almost as 
rival states. The Constitution is not proving to 
be a workable instrument of government. There 
is friction, lost motion, duplication of function, 
rivalry. Most and worst of all, there is frus- 
tration.—Vancouver Province. 


AN ASTOUNDING PROPOSITION 

Section 132 of the British North America Act 
says the “Parliament and Government of Cane 
ada shall have all powers necessary or proper 
for performing the obligations of Canada or any 
province thereof, as part of the British Empire, 
towards foreign countries, arising under treaties 
between the empire and such foreign countries.” 
In 1926 it was recognized the Dominions were 
“autonomous bodies, equal in status, in no way 
subordinate one to another, and freely associated 
in the British Commonwealth.” The Statute of 
Westminster was passed to bring the legal posi- 
tion into line with what wag now recognized as 
the actual position. 

Canada thus makes treaties herself, the King 
acting on the advice of his Canadian Ministers. 
The Privy Council in deciding whether the Dom- 
inion had power because of the ratificaton of e 
certain convention—which was not a treaty, but 
in an entirely different category—went far be- 
yond the immediate matter before it and de- 
clared that the only treaty the Dominion had full 
authority to earry out was one made by the Em- 
pire. The Privy Council view destroyed the find- 
ing of the Imperial Conference of 1926, and the 
clear intention of the Act of Westminster, and 
left Canada with treuty-meking powers but 
without authority to carry them out. 

As Chief Justice Rowell put it when the 
matter came before him during the hearings of 
the Rowell Commission, “When His Majesty was 
advised by the executive in London, the parlia- 
ment of Canada had full power to legislate in 
respect of the treaty, but when Canada attained 
the right to advise His Majesty, according to the 
decision of the Privy Council she thereby lost 
the right to legislate. It is to me a most amazing 
decision—it w an astounding proposition.” And

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Your Health

We have heard eo much from those who come 
plain that they have @ “weak” stomach or @ 
“delicate” stomach, that the average person has 
the idea that the stomach is a delicate organ 
likely to break down at the slightest reason. Ag 
& matter of fact, the normal healthy stomach is 
possessed of remarkable strength. 

You will gain a good idea of how strong your 
stomach is by counting up that in one year it 
handles more than one thousand meais. Given 
& reasonable amount of care, the stomach will do 
its work well, but even the strongest organ must 
break down after years of abuse. Once this 
occurs, the patient will then develop symptoms 
of acute or chronic indigestion, which symptoms 
are likely to become worse after he has eaten 
unwisely, 

Generally the patient with stomach trouble 
Says that the stomach is “sour.” This is usually 
due to an upset stomach as seen in an acute attack 
of indigestion. The patient may fee) nauseated, 
may desire to vomit, says that the stomach feels 
heavy, and may develop such symptoms as dizzi- 
ness, blurring of the vision, coldness of the 
hands, and a sensation of dull distress within the 
stomach. In some cases there may be ea sharp 
colicky pain. Unusual amounts of gas are pre- 
sent in the stomach itself, and this generally 
leads to belching. The patient says that the 
stomach is “sour” principally because a sour or 
bitter-tasting fluid rises into the throat. 

However, he may believe it is sour because 
the vomiting of the last mea] brings up material 
which has an acid taste in the mouth. He forgets 
that the hydrochloric acid in the stomach would 
normally make the food material taste sour, and 
that such a taste should be expected. 

After the digestive disturbance has reached 
the chronic stage, such symptoms es a coated 
tongue, excessive gas, lack of appetite, a burning 
or gnawing sensation, and a slow loss in weight, 
usually oceur. 

The causes of stomach trouble must be looked 
for in those habits of eating which are incorrect, 
Eating too much, eating in a hurry, eating in be- 
tween meals, and using fried or greasy food 
together with the use of foods difficult to digest, 
must all be considered as possible causes. Unwise 
combinations of food which fill the stomach with 
incompatible mixtures, are stil] another cause. 

Take a pencil and underline any of these 
habits of eating which you honestly believe may 
be playing a part in your digestive upsets. The 
common sense thing to do is to change those 
habits to good ones. Try to keep your meals 
simple, eat at regular times, avoid eating when 
you are tired, and omit the use of much liquid 
with your meals, and you will probably find that 


your stomach will respond in a satisfactory way. 


A rest from solid food is often of the greatest 
value in treating both acute and chronic cases. 
Skip a few meals and give the overworked 
digestive organs a physiological rest. You will 
then resume eating with improved powers of 
digestion. Try using all the water you can drink 
for three to five days, taking an enema a day and 
find out how easily you handle a well-balanced 
diet thereafter. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Ellen H. says: “I work in an 
office doing bookkeeping, am of a nervous tem- 
perament, thin, and go to bed plenty early. But 
after retiring, I can’t drop off to sleep, as my 
mind starts thinking of first one thing and then 
another. In no time at all, I am worrying end 
then I lie there and worry my head off for an 
hour or more before I go to sleep. I am also 
troubled by fear, especially the fear of not being 
liked and this fear is especially disturbing at 
night. If you have any suggestions, will appre- 
ciate them.” 

ANSWER: Such mental 6ymnastics as you 
describe would be enough to keep you thin, as 
they waste a vast amount of nervous energy 
which could be used to better effect by the assim- 
ilative organs of the body. Perhaps you are go- 
ing to bed too early. You will probably find it 
a good plan to secure some form of exercise 
during the evening, spacing this so that you 
finish exercising at least an hour before going to 
bed. When your muscles ure slightly fatigued, 
it will be easier for you to drop to sleep, Your 
fear of not being populer is a very common one, 
and is based on a fear of failing in social situa- 
tions. The best way to get over it is to mix with 
others at every opportunity, Try to find out 
how to make those around you feel that you are 
genuinely interested in them and you are bound 
to be more popular. It might be a good plan for 
you to study dancing, for then you could com- 
bine your exercise and your practice in social 
situations. 


Financial 


THE BANK OF NOVA SCOTIA 

The 106th annual statement of the Bank of 
Nova Scotia, held at Halifax on Wednesday, 
shows a substantial increase in deposits, now at 
an all-time year-end high in the history of this 
century-old bank, and an exceptionally strong 
liquid position. 

Reflecting the upward trend in business gen- 
erally, the bank shows a satisfactory increase in 
respect of earnings. They amount to $1,982,140, 
an increase of $55,454 over last year, after de- 
ducting dominion and provincial taxes armount- 
ing to $460,461. Out of earnings the bank paid 
dividends amounting to $1,440,000, contributed 
$180,000 to the officers’ pension fund, wrote 
$250,000 off bank premises and carried $112,140 
to profit and loss account, making the latter fig- 
ure $915,456, Deposits are up nearly $4,000,000 
over last year-end figures, Cash assets, consist- 
ing of current coin, legals, notes of and deposits 
with the Bank of Canada, notes of other banks, 
U.S. and other foreign currency, amount to 
$31,788,847—-12.1% of tote! liabilities to the pub- 
lic, compared with 11.6% last year. Readily 
available or quick assets arnount to $184,353,687 
or 70.3% of liabilties to the public, compared 
with 71% last year. 

Investments are higher by $3,867,950. Cal) 
loans are down $6,137,122. Total current loans 
are up $4,715,270, The increase is almost wholly 
in current loans to business enterprises, a wel- 
come indication of the improvement in rondi- 
tions generally during the past year.

CARDSTON, Jan. 29.—Followed 
by threatening wolves intreding 
into civilization, 13-year-old Aaron 
Hancen, recently had a narrow 
eacape.

Education, they define as “that 
development or change or growth 
that comes to a person as the stim- 
Wation from his environment.” 
That is, it is a process that goes on 
constantly, as long as a person is 
live, and thus are exploded a lot 
of old theories about the decrease 
in “learning power.” 


DECREASE IS SLIGHT 


As a matter of fact, the speaker 
pointed out, if the ability of a per- 
son to learn at the age of 25, is 
taken at 100 per cent, their abili 
at 80 years of age is but two per 
cent less! 

With the new emphasis on en- 
vironment, then, authorities have 
Gecided that the teacher can't 
teach the child anything—she can 
only “condition his environment” 
in such a way so that he will react 
in the way she wishes him to. The 
well-educated person is one who 
@ble to adjust himself eas 
quickly, and successful
